(Effective December 29, 1960)

SUBCHAPTER A—FROCEDURAL REGULATIONS

Part 406, RRegulations of the Adminis-
trator. has been extensively altered loy
amendiment aitd much of its terminology
bhas become vbsulete. Wilhout inteszTe-
tion of the fifteen amendments (o date
and usege of ¢urrent terminology in the
baste regulation, confusion and misuse
carn refult. For these reasons & com-
plete restatement of the part is neces-
sary. This revision incorporates the out-
standing amendments, up-dates termi-
nology and deletes obsolete material,

Inusmuch as this revision is procedural
only and imposes no additional burden
oo any person, notice angd public proce-
dure hereon are unnecessary and it may
be mede effective immediately.

In consideration of the foregoing, Part
406 of Chapter IIT of Title 14 of the Code
of Federal Regulations is hereby revised,
effective on the date of its publication In
the FEDERAL REGISTFRR., 10 rend as follows;

to the Administrator or his authorized
representative any available information
or records poneerning such medical his-
tory. Refusal ;v failure to provide the
requested guthorization mey be cause
for denial, suspension, modifieation, or
revocation of the medical eerlificate.
